He was al- 
ways friendly and had a kindly 
smile for everyone. He was at 
the head of a fine family to whom 
he was ever devoted. He will be 
greatly missed by a large num- 
ber of our citizens, especially 
those who have resided here for a 
considerable time. He was a 
member of the Danish Lutheran 
church and also a member of 
Grayling Oddfellow lodge.

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BRITISH INVASION 

The British are coming to Wash- 
ington at a rate that almost 
amounts to a second invasion. Even 
in 1814, when the Redcoats burned 
the Capitol, their force was scarcely 
more impressive. 

Actually there are 430 represent- 
atives of the British government in 
Washington today—130 members of 
the embassy staff, 300 members of 
the British purchasing commission 
and British air commission. The 
figure includes everyone—officers, 
clerks, messengers and chauffeurs. 

The British embassy and chan- 
cery now is the largest diplomatic 
establishment in Washington, but it 
tg not large enough. An annex has 
been added to é¢are for an overflow 
of coding clerks and officials of the 
office af economic warfare. 

Meanwhile the two British com- 
missions occupy space in four other 
buildings. They started out in mod- 
ext quarters in the Hibbs building, 
expanded to the entire top floor of 
the Willard hotel, added further 
space in the Adams building, and 
most recently have taken over An- 
drew Melion’s old apartment build- 
ing at 1785 Massachusetts avenue 
to accommodate the air commis- 
sion. 

These are the British in Washing- 
ton alone. In addition, the New York 
office of the purchasing commission 
numbers 1,000 persons, plus 500 in- 

' spectors who travel about the coun- 
try testing the wide assortment of 
articles, from ships to airplanes, 
which are being purchased in the 
United States.

Michigan is one of 14 states 
whicn have sought to control the 
sale of Liquor tor the purpose of 
preventing political, social and 
economic abuses. We have what 
ig KNUWN as a “State liquor mon- 
opoiy,” and whue the emphasis 
nas selaom been on revenue, 
uevertheless the monopoly has 
paid hanasome divideuas lw the 
vaxpayers for state and muni- 
wipat activities. ‘Lhe consumer 
pays the usual prices; yet a slice 
of the profit goes to the state. 
furopean countries even have 
estabuished moncpolies for tobac- 
co, or salt, or even matches—all 
ior the purpose of revenue for 

ublic services.

It is common law custom not to 
aympty guilt until the accused has 
been convicted, and the innocence 
of a defendant is likewise assum- 
ea until court and jury decide 
otherwise. 

Hence the grand jury indict- 
ments may be taken, for our 
purposes, only as a peg upon 
which to hang certain observa- 
wions and interpretations, none of 
which will attempt to try the 
eaSe in print. 

In the first place, the grand 
jury inquiry has been under way 
ior the past four years, two years 
ot which were under Democratic 
control and the other two years 
under Republican control 

The indictmenis cover a period 
of eight years. It is also note~ 
worthy to observe that the fluctu- 
ating independent voting block of 
Michigan’s elecorate has swung 
the political scales from one 
party to the other every two 
years in the past decade. 

Frank A. Picard, of Saginaw, 
now a federal judge in Detroit, 
was chairman of the state liquor 
control commission during the 
first two years of the liquor con- 
trol law in 1933 and 1934. Then 
car.e the first Fitzgerald admin- 
istration with Judge John S, Mc- 
Donald of Grand Rapids, a Re- 
publican, serving as chairman. 
After Frank Murphy, now a 
United States supreme court 
jurist, became governor on Jan. 
1, 1937, Prof. Edward W. Me- 
Farland of Wayne university, De- 
troit, was appointed chairman as 
a Democratic member. The 
swinging pendulum back to Fitz- 
gerald brought Orrin A. DeMass 
of Detroit, a Republican, into the 
position as commission  chair- 
man. 


Millions of Dollars 

The making and sale of liquor 
is big business with two capital 
B's. 

November sales in Michigan 


lexceeded $3,500,000 of which 54 
per cent were in Detroit. Pack- 
age sales through private dealers 
accounted for 55 per cent of the 
state sales; licensees (clubs, tav- 
erns, etc.) 30 per cent, while the 
state liquor stores sold 15 per 
cent. 

Detroit sales through private 
dealers or state stores were less 
than the state percentages, while 
purchases by the glass rose to 41 
per cent instead of the 30 per 
cent state average. 

Also of interest is the continu- 
ed rising demand for hard liquors, 
and the lagging consumption of 
beer on the basis of pre-prohibi- 
tion figures. Brewers have a real 
problem on their hands, not only 
to dignify their product through 
the control of social abuses but 
to Maintain popular consumption 
of their product. 

The distillers, too, have had a 
perpetual headache, The Mich- 
igan situation, if so determined in 
court, Was apparently just one 
annoyance of many. 


Voluntary Control 


It was seven years ago that the 
eighteenth amendment was re- 
pealed, and the liquor distillers 
have yet to solve the problem of 
Stabilization through voluntary 
‘control 

Faced with a certainty that a 
repetition of liquor abuses, 
lack of proper cuntrol would in- 
vite the ultimate return of pro- 
hibition, leading distillers sought 
to impose self-regulation. They 
proposed for themselves a czar 
such as Will Hays for the motion 
picture industry, or Judge Kene- 
saw Mountain Landis for organ- 
ized baseball. Dr. Wesley Sturges, 
Yale professor, was selected to 
be director of the Distilled 
Spirits Institute. 

The Institute sought to police 
its own affairs. The Michigan 
situation, wherein distillers are 
said to have made graft payments 
for the questionable (if not 
mythical) “privisege” of selling 
their products in Michigan, be- 
came just one or the numerous 
worries. However, disagreement 
among the distillers disrupted the 
liquor czar plan. Dr. Sturges 
resigned. A price war recently 
broke out in New York City and 
Chicago. The U.S. Treasury de- 
partment, successor to the defunct 
federal alcoho: administration, is 
threatening to invoke powers 
against unfair trade practices. 
while the Federal Trade commis- 
sion is swinging a club against 
so-called collusive fair-trade en- 
forcement which is another 
phrase for price stabilization to 
the industry, or price-fixing to 
ihe consumer. 


Dry Sentiment 

A recent survey by the Ameri- 
can Institute of Public Opinion, 
headed by Dr. George Gallup, re- 
vealed that dry sentiment has not 
increased sharply in the past year 
or so. The trend toward pro- 
hibition is still to crystalize. 
Majority public opinion still holds 
as socially acceptable the drink- 
ing of cocktails by both men and 
women. 

The Michigan  Anti-Saloon 
league recently abandoned an ef- 
fort for an jinitiatory law to pro- 
hibit liquor sales outside of muni- 
cipalities, and there has even 
been some talk of changing the 
name of this venerable organiza- 
tion, now headed by Senator Earl 
Burhans, Paw Paw. 

But the federal grand jury 
activity is bound to provoke 
certain repercussions in the 1941 
state legislature. It has opened

Christmas Card Was Invented 
By a Man With Many Friends 


IHRISTMAS cards are almost as 

much a part of Christmas as 
Santa Claus himself, yet they have 
been in use less than a century. 


According to most records, the 
first Christmas card was designed 
in 186 by Mr. J. C. Horsley, a 
prominent member of the Royal 
academy of London. It was pro- 
duced at the request of Sir Henry 
Cole, a man with many friends. 


Sir Cole wondered how he could 
express his personal Christmas 
greeting to a thousand friends 
spread. throughout England. After 
dismissing the thought of visiting 
each personally, or giving presents, 
he decided to send them each a 
card by mat. 

One thousand hand colored cards 
were prepared with a-picture show- 
ing @ jolly family seated at a huge 
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dinner table. Each member of the 
family was looking into a brimming 
giass which he held in his hand. 

When these cards were distribut- 
ed, they raised a furor among tem- 
perance proponents throughout the 
country. The disturbance focused 
nation-wide attention on’ the new 
greeting card. 

It was not until several years lat- 
er, however, that the first ltho- 
graphed Christmas card made its 
appearance. Originality was almost 
completely lacking. The greeting 
was invariably “A Merry Christ- 
mas” or “A Jolly Christmas.” De 
signs seldom had anything to do 
with the season, but contained pic- 
tures of birds, flowers, animals or 
children. 

America soon adopted the British 
custom, and the Christmas card was 
born.

German Priest, Schoolmaster, Wrote ‘Silent Night’ 


‘SCILENT NIGHT,” the favorite 

Christmas carol, was written 
by a German country priest and his 
friend, the schoolmaster of a neigh- 
boring village, for a Christmas now 
a century gone. After itz frst use 


in 1818, in a ltile Austrian town, it 
gradually made friends until #8 
came to be known in all Germany 
and, in transiation, in many other 
countries, observes a writer in the 
eveland Plain Dealer. 
The author of the verses of “Stille 


Nacht} Hellige Nacht!” was Joseph 
Mohr, born in Salzburg, Austria, in 
1702. He was ordained a priest in 
1815, and when he wrote the song 
was assistant at Laufen, on the Sal- 
za, near Salzburg. Later he held 
pastorstes in various other places, 
and died in 1848. 

The schoolmaster of Arnsdorf, 
near Laufan, who wrote the music 
of this and also of a number of 
lesser known hymns, wee Franz 
Gruber, born in Hochburg in 1787.

THE BISHOP’S TWO-THIRDS 
(Baltimore Evening Sun) 
Declaring that no law had been 
more maliciously misrcpresented 
or disregarded than the now de- 
funect prohih'tion act, Bishop 
Ralph S, Cushman, president of 
the Anti-Saloon league, yesterday 
dwelt upon what he called the 
“substantial benefits” which pro- 
hibition brought to the nation. 
Among these benefits he asserted, 
was a one-third decline in the 


consumption of liquor and a 
rapid increase in the national 
wealth, 


It is perfectly true that the 
prohibition law was disregarded 
—it was, in fact, unenforceable 
on that account. But consider 
the dry bishop’s statement about 
a one-third decline in the con- 
sumption of liquor. Assuming, 
for the sake of argument, that 
his statement is correct, tho we 
are by no means assured that it 
is, what about his willingness to 
return to a situation” in which 
two-thirds of the gigantic liquor 
traffic would be in the hands of 
thugs, gangsters, gunmen, hi- 
jackers, racketeers, murderers— 
criminals of the vilest stripe im- 
aginable? For that, in effect, is 
exactly what he proposes. 

Prohibition gave rise to this 
breed of underworld gentry. The 
very names of many kinds of 
the most vicious outlaws were a 
product af the dry era. They 
operated without benefit of any 
law—except, of course, the pro- 
hibition law, which brought them 
into being. Two-thirds (or was 
it more?) of the gigantic liquor 
traffic paid no state or federal 
taxes, underwent no liquor con- 
trol board supervision, bred con- 
tempt for all laws and disregard- 
ed every principle of decency. 
The ‘substantial benefits” of 
which Bishop Cushman speaks, 
the “rapid increase in wealth,” 
went to the prohibition gangsters. 
Is it to this foul mess that the 
Anti-Saloon league would have 
the nation reurn?

Flying Cadet Training 
Now Open At Navy 
Recruiting Stations 


Announcing a change, effective 
today, in the Navy Department, 
Commander Carson R. Miller, Re- 
ciuiting Officer. stated that ap- 
plicants for Navy flying cadet 
training may now apply directly 
to their nearest Navy Recruiting 
Stations, 


“Young men over 20 and 
under 27 years of age’ who are 
single and have been American 
ciizens for at least ten years, are 
eligible, providing they have two 
years of accredited college train- 
ing and can pass our physical ex- 
amination. Such young men will 
receive four years of flight train- 
ing in the Navy and the oppor- 
tunity of reaching the rank of 
Lieutenant Junior Grade in the 
Naval Reserve or in the Regular 
Navy. Pay during this period is 
from $75.00 to $245.00 per month, 
not including quarters and sub- 
sistence,” said the Commander. 

It was pointed out that men 
who had failed in the examina- 
tion for Army flight training are 
not eligible.

‘Creek township, with Lioyd. 
Dumond as teacher, was the first 


in.Crawford county to send back 
proceeds from the annual rural 
school sale of tuberculosis Christ- 
mas seals Ahe Michigan Tuber- 
culosis ciation announced to- 
day. Many of the schools are re- 
questing more seals as the sales 
this year are going higher than 
ever before. 

The seal sale in rural schools 
is usually conducted on a com- 
petitive basis. This year, the 
children are divided into two 
teams: one called Microbe Hunt- 
ers, and the other, Germ-Chasers. 
Children sell the seals only in 
districts where-it is difficult to 


reach all purchasers by any 
other medium. 
The tuberculosis Christmas 


seal pennies bring many health 
education activities and programs 
to schools. Sound movies are 
available to parent-teacher as- 
sociations and schools; the Wolv- 
erine Health Bulletin is distribut- 
ed monthly to all rural schools 
as an aid to both teacher and 
pupil in their health programs; 
and many school health plays 
and songs will be sent out dur- 
ing the coming year. 

This program has been carried 
on for many years by the Mich- 
igan Tuberculosis Association 
with the purpose of making bet- 
ter health habits a part of educa- 
tion.

State Police Commissioner 
Oscar G. Olander and State High- 
way Commissioner G. Donald 
Kennedy today gave Michigan 
motorists something to think of 


in making plans for holiday driv- 


ing. 

During the five week period 
from Dec. 1 to Jan. 4 last year 
there were 120 fatal accidents in 
Michigan, according to state 
police reports, as compared with 
a total of 97 for the same period 
in 1938. 

Contrary to popular belief, the 
commisisoners revealed that 
Christmas was the most danger- 
ous day of the entire holiday 
season to be on the highways, 
surpassing even New Year’s eve 
or New Year’s day in the num- 
ber of fatalities recorded. 

Said the commissioners: 

“Accidents increase in number 
and seriousness as the Christmas- 
New Year week approaches. Last 
year 10 fatal accidents were hst- 
ed from 4 p. m. on Christmas 
eve until 12 p. m. on Christmas 
day, an increase of three over 
the preceding year and the 
greatest number for any like 
period during the entire season. 

“It would seem the greatest 
Christmas present Michigan mo- 
torists could give one another 
would be a_ determination to 
eliminate careless driving which 
accounts for most of the deaths.” 

The New Year holiday was 
shown as being a comparative 
safe period as compared with 
Christmas. Last year five fatal 


accidents were recorded on New 
Year’s eve and New Year’s day,

Percentage of drivers 
found to have been drinking 
prior to fatal accidents was only 
slightly higher during the holi- 
day season, according to the 
state police reports. From the 
yearly average of between 12 and 
13 per cent, the number advanc- 
ed to 14 per cent during the five 
week holiday period.
